Minto’s Son-in-Law Gets Appointment 
With Prince of Wales. 


The Marquise de Fontenoy writes: 
The Prince of Wales has earned the 
gratitude of Lord and Lady Lans- 
downe and of Lord and Lady Minto 
by appointing Lord Charles Fitz- 
maurice to his household in the ¢a- 
pacity of equerry, that is gentleman- 
in-waiting and A.D.C. Lord Charles, 
who is the second son of the Lans- 
downes, and who married last Christ- 
mas at Calcutta Lady Violet Elliot, 
the youngest daughter of Lord and 
Lady Minto, is a captain of the Ist 
Dragoons, a crack cavalry regiment, 
which, stationed in India, has several 
years to serve there before it can 
hope to be ordered home. 

Lord Minto is resigning the vice- 
royalty of India, owing to his wife’s 
health, and also in consequence of 
the Secretary for 
India, Lord Morley, and is returning 
to England. Lady Violet has always 
been the apple of his eye, and it is a 


| great relief to him to know that he 


is not obliged to leave her. behind 
him in India, where the climate, even 
at the best, is so very trying to white 
women, especially to young mothers. 
The next four or five vears, that is 
to say, at any rate until the Ist Dra- 
goons are ordered home, Lord Charles 
will, thanks to his appointment as 
equerry to the Prince of Wales, be 
able to spend in England, his active 
duties as a member of the heir ap-

Lord Charles, who served through 
the South African war, during part of

perfect knowledge of French and to 
his possession of that quiet, tactful 
manner which one finds nowhere in 
such perfection as among those in 
immediate attendance upon British 
royalty. He comes by these qualities 
naturally, for he is descended from 
the Comte de Flahaut, from the great 
Tallyrand, and is even credited with 
having in his veins the blood of King 
Louis XV. of France, while his moth- 
er, the Marchioness of Lansdowne, 
is one of the vrincipal ladies and 
most intimate friends and confidantes 
of Queen Alexandra.

BRITISH GOVERNMENT DOES NOT 
CONSIDER AMERICAN FLEET 


Mr. Asquith Maintains that Owing to 
Distance the United States Cannot 
be Taken Into Consideration in De- 
termining the 
Naval Standard—Must Have 
gard to Geographical Position 

London.—In the House of Commons 
Premier Asquith definitely laid down 
the view of the British government in 
regard to the question whether the 
United States should be considered in 
determining the British —two-power 
naval standard. 

Mr. Asquith said that a great deal 
of nonsense had been talked about 
the two-power standard, which was, 
in fact, nothing more than a purely 
empirical generalization. He agreed 
that the range of British vision should 
not be limited to Europe, but, on the 
other hand, when considering the ef- 
fective strength of any other two 
powers of the world for aggressive 
purposes, one must have, he said, re- 
gard to geographical position.

New Orleans,—If the process for the 


destruction of protected magazines 
aboard battleshins and in forts de.

This work will average $5 a day or | 
$900 for one claim, at 180 days; for | 


three claims $2,700. During this work 
a proper survey has to be made 
which costs $75 a claim, which comes 
in at $225. Finally ‘‘compensation”’ 
for the land hits the purse strines 
and on three claims it would be $300. 
After all of this a man can get a 
patent, 

Besides incidentals, this whole busi- 
ness amounts to about $3,266.50.

Synopsis of Canadian Northwest 
Land Regulations. 


ANY person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years old, 
may homestead a  quarter-section of 
available Dominion land in Manhove,; 
Saskatchewan or Alberta. The appli-| 


cant must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency for 
the district. Entry by proxy may be 
made at any agency, on certain condi- 
tions, by jathor: mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister of intending homesteader. | 

Duties.—Six months’ residence npon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and 
occupied by him or by his father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister 

In certain distriets a homesteader in 
good standing may preempt a «quarter 
section alongside hit homestead. Price 

3.00 per aere. Druties—Most reside six 
months im each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (imeloding the time re- 
quired to earn teomestead patent) and 
cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his, 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may take a purchased homestead | 
in certain districts. Price $4.00 per acre. 
Duties—Must reside six months in. each 
of three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

A WALKING GALLOWS 


The Horrible Deeds of Lieutenant 
Hepenstall. 


HANGED MEN FROM HIS NECK 


This Handsome but Brutal Giant of 
the Wicklow Militia Was the Most 
Cold Blooded and Eccentric Execu- 
tioner That Has Ever Existed. 


Among the examples and records of 
British tyranny during the terrible 
year 1798 there is none more extraor- 
dinary, according to a writer in an 
Onglish magazine, than that of Lieu- 
tenant Edward Hepenstall, known by 
the nickname of “the walking gal- 
lows,” for such he certainly was, lit- 
erally and practically. 

This notorious individual, who had 
been brought up as an apothecary in 
Dublin, obtained a commission in the 
Wicklow militia, in which he attained 
to the rank of lieutenant in 1795. He 
was a man of splendid physique, about 
six feet two inches ‘in height and 
strong and broad in proportion. Refer- 
ring to this handsome but brutal giant, 
Sir Jonah Barrington in his memoirs 
states: 

“IT knew him well and from his coun- 
tenance should never have suspected 
him of cruelty, but so cold blooded and 


eccentric an executioner of the human 
| race never yet existed.” 


At the outbreak of the sanguinary re- 
bellion, when the common law was 
suspended and the stern martial va- 
riety flourished in its stead,. Lieutenant 
Tlepenstall hit upon the expedient of 
hanging on his own back persons 
whose physiognomies he considered 
characteristic. of seditious tenets. At 
the present day the story seems almost 
incredible, but it is a notorious fact, 
revealed by the journalism of the pe 
riod, that when rebels, either suspected 
or caught red handed, were brought be- 
fore him Hepenstall would order the 
cord of a drum to be taken off and 
then, rigging up a running noese, 
would proceed to hang each in sturn 
across his athletic shoulders until the 
victims had been slowly strangled to 
death, after which he would throw 
down his load und take up another. 

The “walking gallows” was clearly 
both a new and simple plan and a 
mode of execution not nearly, so 
tedious or painful as a Tyburn or Old 
Bailey hanging. It answered his 
majesty’s service as well as two posts 
and a crowbar. When a rope was not 
at band Hepenstall's own silk cravat, 
being softer than an ordinary halter, 
became a merciful substitute, 

In pursuance of these benevolent in- 
tentions the lieutenant would frequent- 
ly administer an anaesthetic to his 
trembling victim—in other words, he 
would first knock him silly with a 
blow. His garters then did the duty 
as handcuffs, 2nd the cravat would be 
slipped over the condemned man’s 
neck. 

Whenever he had an unusually pow- 
erful victim to do with, Hepenstall 
took a pride in showing his own 
streugth. With a dexterous lunge of 
his body the lieutenant used to draw 
up. the poor Cevil’s head as high as his 
own and then, when both were cheek 
by jowl, begin to trot about with his 
burden like a jolting cart horse until 
the rebel had no further solicitude 
about sublunary affairs.. It was after 
one of these trotting executions, which 
had taken place in the burrack yard 
| udjoining Stephen's green, that Hep- 
peustall acquired the surname of “the 
He was invested 
with it by the gallery of Crow Street 


theater, Dublin. 


At the trial of a rebel in that city 
the lieutenant, undergoing cross exam- 
ination, admitted the aforementioned 
details of bis method of hanging, and 
lord Norbury, the presiding judge, 
warmly complimented him on his loy- 
alty nod assured him that he had been 
guilty of no act which was not natural 
to a zenlous, loyal and efficient officer. 

Lieutenant Hepenstall, however, did 
not loug survive his bideous practice. 
Ile died in 1804. Owing to the odium 
in which he was universally held, the 
authorities arranged that bis funeral 
vhould take place secretly, while a 
Dublin wit suggested that his tomb- 
stone would be suitably ioseribed by 
the following epitaph; 


Here lie the bones of Hepenstall, 
Judge, jury, gallows, rope ang all,
